"Now is a good time to ponder 
on the experiences of 1927, so as 
to plan properly for the develop- 
ment of business in 1928." Thai 
was the topic of Ralph S. Dunne, 
chairman of the business methods 
committee of the Bala-Cynwyd- 
Narberth Rotary Club, at the club's 
luncheon, given in the Cynwyd Club 
Tuesday. 

"What are you trying to do" is 
a question every business man 
should ask himself, according to 
Mr. Dunne. "Consciously or uncon- 
sciously," he said, "we are trying 
to do more business, which means 
greater profits. But what is more 
important is to have a definite goal, 
and that aim should be the perfect- 
ing of an organization and method 
of doing business that will measure 
up to the finest standards of busi- 
ness procedure. 

"Combined with improved meth- 
ods of doing business," said Mr 
Dunne, "there should be good prod- 
ucts, and well planned publicity to 
develop more sales. More advertis- 
ing by local merchants is needed," 
he went on to say, "in order to off- 
set the advertising of Philadelphia 
stores, who are very persistent in 
their effort to get business in the 
Main Line communities. 

"The opportunities for publicity 
are many — any purchase means three 
contacts with the customer: when 
the order is placed, when delivery is 
made, and when the bill is paid. 
Three additional forms of advertis- 
ing — in the local paper, by direct 
mail, and in attractive window dis- 
plays — are very important and neces 
sary." 

The business men were urged to 
use the manufacturer's name and 
the name of the product in their ad- 
vertisements, and to send copies of 
the ads to the companies whose lines 
they carry. This point was stressed 
as important in the building up of 
a proper and closer relation between 
manufacturer and dealer. 

Mr. Dunne concluded by giving 
a list of some outstanding books 
which he said are of benefit in en- 
abling one to reach the thoughts of 
certain successful business men. His 
list was as follows: "My Life and 
Work," and "Today and Tomor- 
row," by Henry Ford ; "Life and 
Letters of Joseph Pulitzer," by Don 
Seitz; "John H. Patterson," by 
Samuel Protherow ; "Your Money's 
Worth," by Chase and Schlink; 
"Distribution Age," by Ralph Bor- 
dodi ; and "Life of Barnum," by 
Werner. 

A feature of the luncheon was 
the distribution of Christmas gifts 
to each member of the club. Dr. E. 
S. Deubler, president of the club 
and head of Penshurst Farm, was 
given a toy cow ; Ralph S. Dunne, 
president of the Narberth Coal 
Company, received a coal scuttle ; 
Philip A. Livingston, publisher and 
head of publicity committee of the 
club, was given a drum ; fishermen 
among the Rotarians, including Bill 
Decker, of Bala, were given imper- 
ishable fish.

The citizens of Narberth have 
just been made a gift— a Christmas 
present which will grow greater as 
the years pass. This past week saw 
the completion of the planting of 
several hundred trees on the com- 
munity field, the gift of Anton E. 
Wohlert, owner of the Garden 
Nurseries. 

Not only is this a timely gift, but 
it will practically complete the beau- 
tifying of six acres which a few 
years ago were a noisome waste, 
clotted by wisps of smoke arising 
from rubbish burning among the 
ashes. 

The planting scheme is composed 
of silver maples, lombardy poplars 
and flowering crabs, arranged to 
beautify the tract without interfer- 
ing in any way with its use for ath- 
letic purposes. 

One hundred twenty-five maples, 
sturdy trees of ten to twelve years' 
growth, have been planted in a 
double row on the Windsor and 
Wynnewoocl avenue sides. The 
rows are so spaced that if a run- 
ning track is built about the field 
at any time, it will be flanked by the 
shade trees. 

Other maples have been planted 
in the center of the Windsor ave- 
nue side so as to "tie in" with the 
grove of older trees now standing 
there. This grove is the location of 
the play apparatus for the younger 
children in summer time. 



Over 50 lombardy poplars have 
been planted in a close row along 
the east end of the field. When 
they grow taller they will serve to 
hide the back yards of the Conway 
avenue homes at that point, hiding 
also the Monday wash and the gar- 
ages, which are a part of back 
yards. In front of the poplars is 
a row of flowering crabs. 

Throughout the planting there 
are over a hundred of these beau- 
tiful ornamentals, including more 
than 20 varieties of the famous Jap- 
anese stock. The trees are seven 
years old, and in about two years 
should produce a gorgeous display 
of blooms in the spring. 

Back of the war memorial stone 
two of the flowering trees have been 
set. to form a background for the 
monument, and to beautify the 
front entranceway of the commu- 
nity building. A group planting 
has been made at the western end 
of the field.

BAROM ETER DROPS 

Falls to Lowest Point Since 1924 — 

Temperature on Main Line Varies. 

When the barometer sank to 29, 19 
last Friday, it fell to the lowest point 
since March 11, 1924, when a read- 
ing of 29.06 was observed, accord- 
ing to Charles J. A. Decker, Main 
Line Weather Observer, in his 
weekly report. It was high at 30.15 
during the middle of last week, but 
since then it has continued rather 
low, only twice rising slightly above 
the normal. 

Temperature variation of 45 de- 
grees was noted, with a high tem- 
perature of 64 degrees last Wednes- 
day, and a low of 19 degrees Mon- 
day, of this week. The high and 
low temperatures for the week fol- 
lows: Wednesday, 64-40; Thurs- 
day, 40-33; Friday, 50-34; Satur- 
day, 34-25; Sunday, 30-23; Mon- 
day, 27-19; Tuesday, 41-22. 

In spite of low temperatures, an 
excess of 47 degrees is reported 
since December 1, as compared with 
a deficiency of 180 degrees for the 
same time last year. Precipitation 
was .47 inch for the week, and 3.20 
inches for the month to datft.

Feature Annual Football Dinner 



Eats and more eats, followed by 
announcements of the election of a 
new football captain, of the sched- 
ule for next year, of a cup for the 
Norristown football series and then 
speeches galore. This and more 
was the program for the annual 
Lower Merion High School foot- 
ball banquet given Saturday night 
in the cafeteria at the senior high 
school in Ardmore. 

Nearly 200 attended the dinner 
and 60 of this number was made 
up of members of the past season's 
gridiron squad, who turned out en 
masse.
